We  strongly  paa  the  same  admonition  oh'  to  all  can¬ 
didates  for  the  ministry  as  well  as  all  pastors  and  other 
lull-time.jyorkers. 

The  veteran  pastor  above  had  many  reasons  for  so 
advising.  We  cannot  possibly  conceive  of  a  reason  why  a 
pastor  should  not  Many  reasons  in  the  mind  ol  the  vet¬ 
eran  pastor  are  obvious  and  we.  present  some  of  them  here. 

The  New  Testament  is  rather  clear  on  many  points, 
and  one  of  those  is  cooperative  missions.  That  means; 
churches  'working  together,  and  the  New  Testament  is  also 
plain  on  that  score. 

Our  Baptist  churches  are  banded  together  in  a  con¬ 
vention  for  fellowship,  unity  in  purpose  and  cooperative 
mission  effort.  Pastors  should  stick  close  to  the  conven¬ 
tions.

•ell  or  Rutherford  or  their  fob 
lowers.  They  say  Jesus  was  the 
archangel  Michael  who  became 
a  man;  Jesus  said  "I  and  tfie 
Father  are  one.”  They  aay  that 
all  who  die  are  dead,  Ufelesa  aa 
the  dust;  Jesus  said  to  one  who 
hung  on  a  cross,  “This  day  thou 
Shalt  be  with  me  in  Paradise.” 
They  say  they  do  not  believe  in 
ehurches;  Jesus  went  to  the 
church  of  his  day,  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  "as  His  custom  was.” 
They  ridicule  the  Idea  of  the 


as  far  as  I  know  Mr.  Rjissell 
never  acknowledged  any  debt 
In  this  respect.  In  1884,.  at  the 
age  of  thirty-two,  he  founded 
an  organisation  called  The 
Zion’s  Watch  Tower  Society  and 
produced  the  seven  volumes  of 
Studies  in  the  Scriptures  which 
constitute  the  guide  and  direc¬ 
tive  principles  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion.  Both  as  speaker  and 
writei^e  showed  he  bad  a  clear, 
effective  style. 

C.  T,  Russell  died  in  1916  and 
was  succeeded  by  an  advocate 
who  styled  himself  “Judge” 
Rutherford.  Rutl^rford  had  a 
high  ppinion  of  his  predecessor, 
for  after  Russell's  death  he  said 
oi  him,  “When  the  history  of 
the  Church  of  Christ  is  fully 
vfritten  it  will  be  found  that 
the  place  next  to  St.  Paul  in  the 
gallery  of  fame  as  expounders 
of  the  gospel  of  the  Great.  Mas¬ 
ter  will  be  occupied  by  Charles 
Taze  Russell."  But  Rutherford 
must  have  closed  his  eyes  to  the 
fact  that  RutselTs  wife  divorced 
him,  and  that  the  Court  made 
strong  criticism  of  his  conduct 
Russell  must  have  allowed  his 
enthusiasm  to  carry  him  away 
cn  occasion.  He  once  claimed  a 
knowledge  of  Greek,  but  had  to 
a'lroit.  when  challci^^t  .1,  that  he 
had  no  such  knowledge.
